F r e s n o , July 17th.—A fire started in a 
stable next to the Russ House Hotel this 
morniDg at a quarter to 4 o’clock. The 
livery stable aud its contents, including 
m any horses and vehicles, was destroyed. 
The flames spread to the Russ House and 
quickly burned the building to the ground. 
The indications are that it was of an in ­ 
cendiary origin. The loss will reach about 
$40,000. Fears were entertained at first 
that some of the guests of the hotel per­ 
ished in the llames, bat at 2 o’clock in tne 
afternoon a thorough search of the ruins 
had been made and it seems certain that 
no lives were lost. There were a num ber 
of narrow escapes and several persons 
were burned, but not severely. 
A. W eatherby, proprietor of the hotel, 
bad his hair and whiskers entirely burned 
oft in his efforts to awaken the sleepers. 


THE INCENDIARY’S WARNING. 
A few days ago two business men re­ 
ceived warning letters telling them to save 
their property, as the Russ House would 
be sure to burn. No attention was paid to 
them, they supposing it to be a joke. 
The 
letters were to-day placed in the hands of 
the police, who now think they have a 
good cine on which to work. 


w h o ’s d o in g : t ? 
W ithin the past two weeks there have 
been seven fires in this city, starting with 
the fire across the railroad track, for which 
Belding Low is held as the author.

these fires have occurred at the same hour 
in the m orning, with one exception. The 
first, a Chinatown fire, occurred at 11:15 
o'clock at night, and the others as follows :

LATER n e w s. 
F re sn o . Ju ly 17th.—It is now known 
that no lives were lost, the missing men 
having been found where they had taken 
refuge until they could procure clothing. 
Tne fire originated in the loft of the sta­ 
ble. 
W hen discovered, only sm oke could 
be seen rising from the hay. Charles Hop­ 
per, foremen of the stable, threw the hay 
to one side to get at the tire, when he dis­ 
covered, buried under the hay, a bundle of 
old clothes saturated with oil, smoldering. 
No sooner had they been removed than the 
flames burst like lightning across the barn. 
Hopper was fearfully burned about the 
head. 
As soon as the fire was discovered an ef­ 
fort was made to arouse the sleepers iu the 
Russ House, immediately adjoining the 
stable. Men ran into the second and third 
stories and rushed through the hallways 
crying “ Fire !’’ but before they could' re­ 
turn tire cut off all means of exit and they 
were compelled to slide down the posts up­ 
holding the porches. 
Those injured w hile escaping from the 
building were John Johnson, a laborer; E. 
H. W ilcomb. a compositor on the Republi­ 
can, and Dick Johnson, day clerk in the 
hotel.

H e sees no 
prospect of being 
rem unerated for his 
property, and yesterday caused a w arrant 
to be issued for the athlete’s arrest. 
Tne young m an objected strongly to be­ 
ing taken into custody. H e said he could 
fix the m atter and even thought he had 
influence enough with Judge Lawler to 
have the w arrant withdrawn, but utterly 
failed of success and was placed behind the 
bars. 
He made several unsuccessful ap­ 
peals to Frank Gobey and others to go on 
his bonds. 
TOBIN TO BE SUED. 
F. Van Norman, attorney for the National 
Ruilding, Loan and Protective Union of 
Mineapolis, Minn., is authority for the 
statem ent that the above-mentioned cor­ 
poration will commence suit against Labor 
Commissioner J. J. Tobin tor libel. “The 
com plaint has been prepared,” said Mr. 
Van Norman, “and wilt be filed this after­ 
noon or to-morrow morning. Mr. Tobin 
made a report to the press concerning the 
companies which I represent, which is 
entirely wrong and which I think is libel­ 
ous. The business of the company has 
been injured thereby, and damages to the 
am ount of $50,000 have been asked for in 
tbe complaint. 
The complaint will be 
filed in the United States Circuit Court.” 


BENSON FREE. 
In the United States Circuit Court this 
morning, Justice Field and Judge Sawyer 
pres ding, four of the indictm ents against 
John A. Benson, charged with having p ro ­ 
cured certificates to be falsely made out for 
tbe purpose of obtaining a sum of money 
from the United Statis, were dismissed, the 
prosecution having been abandoned.

J. C. Kloss, whose cards bore the legend 
“ Master Mechanic to the Fall of Pompeii,” 
and who made a liberal displav of checks 
on the Pacific Bank, borrowed $46 from 
bis landlady and gave her a $500 check as 
security. 
The next day he cot possession 
of the check for the ostensible purpose of 
collecting it.

ANDERSON ON THE WAR PATH. 
At a meeting of the Board of Education 
to-night, Superintendent Anderson.address­ 
ing Director Stone, said :

W ASH IN G TO N ’S CONSTI T UTION. 


f t is Not Likely to C ontain a P ro h ib i­ 
tio n C lause. 
O ltn pía (W . T.), July 17th —A petition 
was presented to the Convention from the 
labor organizations favoring an absolutely 
secret ballot iu the election of all public 
officers. 
The tide laud question is still being 


argued before the committee aud greatlv 
discussed by delegates. 
The Committee on Miscellaneous Sub­ 
jects reported against subm itting the prohi­ 
bition question to a vote of the people. 
There was a m inority report, however, but 
the sentimeDt of the Convention appears 
to be with the majority. 
A proposition was introduced providing 
th at all corporations should be created u n ­ 
der a general law and that no special 
charter shall be allowed 
The same prop­ 
osition also defines the length, the power 
and lim itation of railroad corporations, and 
prescribes the m anner in which stockhold­ 
ers shall vote. 
The Committee on Bill of Rights has re­ 
solved to abolish the Grand Jury system 
by m aking a com m itm ent by a Justice of 
the Peace equivalent to an indictm ent. 
In 
special emergencies, however, the Judge 
can call a Grand J ury for certain specific 
work. 
The Legislative Committee wiil report 
against the convict-labor system, and will 
fix the first Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November as the date on which to elect 
United States Senators. 


SANTA CRUZ EX CITED . 


A “ W ild M an o f th e W oods ” C reatin g a 
S ensation. 
S a n ta Crüz, July 17th.—Santa Cruz is 
wild with excitement, aud the Santa Cruz 
sm all boy, and the Santa Cruz sport, and 
the Saxta Cruz shot are all talking about 
the wild m au in the woodssomewhere near 
tne powder works, with a good deal of ap­ 
prehension. 
It is true, there is a “ wild 
m an” in the woods. 
A sort of horrible 
m an, about six feet six inches in bight, 
diaphonoasly arrayed and armed with a 
stout club. 
This man has been seen by 
teamsters and others, and last Saturday he 
attacked and alm ost killed an unfortunate 
woodsman. Several parties have volun­ 
teered their services to go out and search 
the woods for this awful man, and though 
Sunday is a day when most people are ex­ 
em pt from work, the bravest of the men 
could not find tbe leisure or m uster up suf­ 
ficient courage to go out aud discover the 
disturber of the county’s peace. 
H e is said 
to be opposite the powder mills. There is 
no more rom antic siie in all the State than 
about here. The works lay in a sm all 
valley through which runs a small stream. 
The country is heavily wooded, and on the 
first ridge of the western cliff runs the rail­ 
road track. 
On the opposite ridge stands 
the beautiful hom e of the Superintendent 
of the powder works. 
It is a large white 
house, surrounded by flo wer beds and has 
a most superb view. The wild m au is sup­ 
posed to be hidden iu these woods. The 
people about there are in a high degree of 
nervousness, as this m an is said to be very 
dangerous. 
There are lots of theories about 
him . One is that he has escaped from the 
insane asylum at Agnews and ihat he will 
have to be shot before he can be captured. 
The excitem ent can be belter imagined 
than described when it is said that these 
woods are a favorite resort of picnickers. 
The wild m an, however, has chased all 
such ideas of enjoym ent out of the minds 
of people who think about having any such 
fun. 


MRS. G IB iO N SENTENCED.

PANAM A CANAL. 


C o n trac to r Slaviu Says F o u r Y ears W ill 
Sec it F in ish ed . 


N ew Y o r k , July 17th — H . B. Slavin. 
President of the American Contracting and 
Dredging Company left for Paris yesterday 
by the steamer Saale. 
It is understood 
that Slavin visits Paris for the purpose of 
closing a contract with the canal people 
for the completion of the rem aining’ work 
on the Panam a Canal. 
The am ount in ­ 
volved is said to be about $200.000,000. 
The successful negotiation of a contract on 
so stupendous a scale will, it is said, secure 
for the new canal organization being per­ 
fected in Paris, the confidence of tbe 
French and American public, and anmle 
funds to assure the success of the greut 
scheme. 
In an interview before his departure Sia- 
vin said: 
“Yes, I start for Paris to make 
a final contract with the new Panam a Canal 
Company. I do not know how near the 
new company has come to an organization, 
because I have not been in Paris for three 
m onths. Tbe company has got far enough, 
I know, to appoint a Commission, which 
is to take an inventory of the plant, etc., 
in Panama. 
“ It was considered a disgrace in France 
that the work should have gone so tar and 
then stop forever. There were also fran­ 
chises and a plant which would be utterly 
useless without tbe resumption of work. 
The old company issued $350,000,000 of 
bonds. $225,000 OOÓ of which were taken, 
the balance rem aining in the treasury. The 
work of completing the canal, I believe, 
will cost within $200,000,000. 
“ There are seventeen miles on the A t­ 
lantic coast and five miles on the Pacific 
coast already finished. T hat leaves twenty- 
two miles yet to be done, most of which is 
cutting, upon which there has already been 
considerable work done. 
The canal citn be 
completed in four years from January 1st. 
“ One thing is sure: If Americans un­ 
dertake to finish the Panam a canal, you 
can bet all your money that it will be com­ 
pleted, and within the tinte I have m en­ 
tioned. The superior methods of A m eri­ 
cans were demonstrated when the dredging 
was placed in their hands. 
The great 
rapidity with which improved American 
methods of dredging accomplished the 
work opened the eyes ot the Frenchm en 
The same advanced methods, applied to 
tbe entire work of cutting out the canal, 
will insure the same proportionate rapidity 
in finishing it. 
“ The commencement of this new under­ 
taking on the part American engineers ex­ 
cited m uch surprise in W all street, and it 
was applauded as another signal advance 
in American enterprise. The promoters of 
the new company are believed to be largely 
the brokers who floated the bonds for the 
old company and felt it incum bent upon 
them to do som ething to offset tbe shock to 
French credit by the failure of the original 
company.” 


H E “ R ESU M ED ” IN EARNEST. 


P a rtic u la rs o f “ J a c k , th e R ip p e r's” L a t­ 
est O u trag e. 


L o n d o n , July 17th.—The w om an’s bodv 
found in the W hitechapel District last 
night was that of a middle aged prostitute. 
H er throat had been cut to the spine. The 
body was lying on its back. 
The clothing 
had been thrown up, exposing the abdomen, 
which had 
been gashed in a horrible 
m anner in several places, though the in­ 
testines were not exposed. No Dart of the 
body is missing 
W arm blood was flowing 
front the wounds. 
The policeman who, with a watchman of 
an adjtcent warehouse, must have been 
within a lew yards of the spot, neard no 
noise. 
It is stated that a letter was received by 
the police before last night’s m urder in 
W hitechapel, signed “ Jack, tbe Ripper.” 
in which the writer said he was “about to 
resum e work.” 
it has been learned that the w om an’s 
nam e was Mrs. Kelly, or Mrs. Smith, 
keeper of tbe batbs in Castle alley. Carts 
of many descriptions were stacked’ on both 
sides just where the m urder occurred, 
and there was room for a m an to stand out 
of sight. The theory of the police is that 
the man and woman entered Castle alley 
from Petticoat lane, and as they were pass­ 
ing an unoccupied building, he’ thrust his 
knife into her neck below the right ear. 
Tne woman apparently fell on her face, as 
there was m ud on the front of her dress. 
The m urderer I hen inflicted the frightful 
gashes on her stomach. 
The police, as 
usual, are reticent, and when asked, say 
they know nothing. 


EXCITEMENT RUNNING HIGH. 


L o n d o n , July 
17th.—The 
excitement 
is feverish, and anxiety prevails iu W hite­ 
chapel over the last m urder. The body of 
" Jack the R ipper's” last victim was still 
warm when found. It is believed that the 
m urderer was interrupted in his work, as 
no parts of the body are missing, as iu 
former cases. There were four policemen 
on the beat at the time, and the sergeant 
passed tbe fatal spot ten minutes previous­ 
ly to the murder, which was committed a 
stone’s throw from the scene of almost all 
the other murders. 
The only clew is an old, blood-stained 
clay pipe found near the murdered woman. 
It is possible the pipe might have belonged 
to the victim herself. Several suspicious 
characters were arrested, but discharged 
for lack of evidence. 


ja c k 's r e c o r d . 


L o n d o n , July 17th.—The first W hite­ 
chapel m urder occurred on W hit-Monday, 
18S8, the second toward the close of July, 
the third on the 7th of September, the 
fourth on the day following, the fifth and 
sixth on October 1st, the seventh on the 3 i 
of tne same month, and the eighth on the 
10th of November of the same year. The 
unknow n 
m urderer, the only clew to 
whose identity seems to have been a num ­ 
ber of postal-cards signed “ Jack, the Rip­ 
per,” threatened to continue his bloody 
work until he bad stain twenty-one women. 


APOLOGY FRO M T H E COURT. 


Til>. 
M o n treal's T o lire Scored for Mis, 
b itts’ A rre st. 


M o n t r e a l July 17th—Never has a Po­ 
lice Court case attracted so much interest 
in the eyes of influential citizens of Mon­ 
treal as did the charge of conspiracv to 
m urder made against Miss Mary Tibbitta. 
From the moment the investigation opened 
yesterdav afternoon, although it was drawn 
out until after 5 o'clock, it was plain that 
but one result could be arrived at, and tiiat 
was the thorough vindication of the young 
victim of mistaken identity. T hat vindi­ 
cation was made, and Judge Dugas, both as 
a m sg'strate and a citizen of Montreal, 
made a most public apology for the outra­ 
geous treatm ent Miss Tibbitts had received 
at the hands of the police. 
The mystery of the Husson-M ulcahey 
marriage in a sleigh when Hnssou was 
dving still remaius, and from the extraor­ 
dinary disclosures brought out by to-day’s 
proceedings there can be no longer any 
doubt that Mary Mulcahev has been the 
victim of a foul conspiracy’ planned to ruin 
the life, character and happiness of a young 
girl, who by it has been driven to the verge 
of insanity. 
After the examination in 
which the alibi was proven Miss Tibbitts 
was dismissed, and the Judge said that ODe 
thing was clear, and that was the existence 
of a most horrible conspiracy against Miss 
Mulcahev, and if the mystery of it was not 
solved she would end her life in an asv- 
lutn. 
In searching for evidence of conspiracy 
against the girl, a reporter interviewed 
Father M artin Callaghan, Miss Muicahev's 
confessor. 
H e said he did not care to say 
much about the sad affair. 
H e was con­ 
vinced, however, that the m arriage was 
simply the bogus work of medical students 


who, knowing of H nsson’s wanting to 
m&rrv Miss Mu'cahey, had dressed up u 
corpse and placed it in a sleigh to represent 
Husson, w hile some of them personated 
the priest, father and doctor. 
No Catholic 
clergyman could perform a marriage cere­ 
mony under such circumstances, which 
was all the more reason whv he should 
think it a cruel piece of rascality. 
The clergymen's theory being told to the 
chief detective to-night,’he said that he 
had no doubt but that this was the true 
solution of the mystery. 
After Miss Tibbetts' exoneration this 
evening, Judge Dugas ordered that the en­ 
tire detective force be put once more ou 
tbe case, as he was determined to solve the 
puzzle of the mysterious marriage, save 
the girl from barm , and bring to :he pun­ 
ishm ent they so richly deserve, tbe rascals 
implicated in tbe conspiracy to ruin or 
m urder Miss Mulcahev. which fie claims 
to have positive knowledge existed.

THE COMING OF THE GRANGE. 
In September, prtsHably about the 15tl), 
the National Grange, Patrons of Hus­ 
bandry, will assemble in this city in an­ 
nual session. The last Legislature appro­ 
priated $10,000 to defray the expense of 
the proj>cr entertainment of the delegates. 
W hile this sum will be adequate, and the 
Commission to whom its disbursement is 
committed is trustworthy and competent, 
it will be to the infinite credit and benefit 
of this vicinity to make some additional 
efiort and provision for the reception and 
entertainment of the visitors. There is no 
need to raise any large sum of money, per­ 
haps none at all—at least very little. Rut 
there are many ways in which we can con­ 
tribute to aid the Commissioners, and to 
enhance the pleasure of the visitors, and 
at the same time to present to them the 
advantages of this section in the most 
favorable aspects. The question of pro­ 
viding for the housing of the visitors is 
one that may well devolve upon this com­ 
munity, and it is not a moment too early 
to take action in that direction, after con­ 
sultation with the Commissioners, a ma­ 
jority of whom are residents of this vicin­ 
ity. This matter of providing homes for 
the visitors should be attended to so early 
that information of what has been done 
may be sent to the East in time to induce 
a larger attendance. Here is an oppor­ 
tunity such as may not occur again for 
many years to demonstrate the capacity of 
Sacramento to take charge of and comfort­ 
ably and creditably entertain a very 
large body of guests. We do not think we 
overstate the capacity of the city when 
we state that with proper management 
and a well-devised system we can 
provide 
lodging in 
Sacramento 
at 
the most reasonable rate for fully 5,000 
people in addition to the thousands that 
may be expected to attend at the State 
Fair. It will be seen at a glance that it is 
of first importance that this matter should 
be well attended to. Any confusion, any 
complaining, will redound to our discredit 
in a way that will not be counteracted for 
years. Under the advice of the Commis­ 
sioners, therefore, the people of this city 
should, even this early, begin to layout and 
systemize a plan for the entertainment of 
a large body of guests at an early date in 
September, now but two months dis­ 
tant. It will require considerable can 
vassing, a good deal of generalship and 
much adroit management, but nothing to 
which our people are m t equal. There 
should be steps taken for the proper deco­ 
ration of the city, for those kindly for­ 
malities that so well befit such occasions, 
and it would not be inappropriate to ar­ 
range for social entertainment ami re­ 
unions and other pleasing features. To 
the Commission can well be left all the 
greater details of providing for the sitting of 
the Grange, for excursions, for exhibition 
and distribution of samples of the products 
of the State and similar matters. Of course, 
nothing whatever should be done without 
consultation with the Commissioners and 
their full concurrence, since to them the 
State has committed a fund to provide 
suitable reception ami entertainment of 
the National Grange, but we apprehend 
that the Commission will gladly receive 
any overtures for assistance or profiere to 
add to the effectiveness of the visit of 
the national body. 


T he news from Europe is that the grain 
crop in the countries of the old world most 
depended upon for it is short, and not 
likely to be more than sufficient for a very 
small jiortion of the country. This means, 
of course, that the American surplus will 
be called upon. It will not do, however, 
to place implicit reliance upon this report, 
for it is impossible to tell at this time 
what there may be behind it. All we 
know as a positive fact is that France and 
Spain have good crops and will have a 
surplus, and that the ludia crop is light 
and the Russian and Austro-Hungary in­ 
volved in doubt. It may be, however, 
that the dispatches that so freely bull the 
American market are inspired by motives 
that are intended for our deception. 


C o n c e rn in g the emptying of the sewage 
of the town of Redding into the Sacra­ 
mento river, it will occur to any one who 
pauses to think that the overflow from 
cesspools in which are stored the deposits of 
excremental filth for months and years, is 
greatly more obnoxious and dangerous 
thau the turning of the solid matter at 
once into the river. But neither should 
be emptied into the stream, and the protest 
of the State Board of Health should lie fol­ 
lowed up by injunction. 
It is creditable to the members of the 
French colony in San Francisco that they 
conducted a three days’ celebration of the 
fall of the Bastile at enormous expense and 
netted $4,000, and that they have resolved 
to send the sum on to the Johnstown suf­ 
ferers. 
T h e r e are posted in the Chinatown of 
San Francisco rewards of $500 each for the 
murder of three Chinese interpreters. 
This is a pretty state of affairs, when the 
heads of men can be openly advertised in 
the streets of a chief city of the Union. 
T h e French have done well to pass the 
multiple election bill. Under it neither 
Boulanger nor any other can run for the 
office of Deputy in more than one election 
district. 


OFFICE AND JOURNALISTS. 


TO FIG H T PR O H IB IT IO N . 
A Los Ciatos M an H as H im self A rrested 
for T hat Purpose. 
Los Gatos, July 17th.—The town of L'-s 
Gatos has been in a bubble of excitement 
for several weeks, and the climax was 
reached yesterday when Henry Putlock of 
the Los Gatos Hotel left for San Jose in 
charge of the Sheriff to answer before the 
Superior Court of the county to the charge 
of selling liquors. The town of Los Gatos 
is a sixth rate one. It is romantically sit­ 
uated in the foot of those hills which rise 
up to Santa Cruz. Upon the slopes of these 
hills lovely vineyards have been planted, 
and, indeed, the entire county seems to 
have been devoted to the raising of the 
grape for the making of wine. The town 
of Los Gatos has increased correspond­ 
ingly, as the vineyardists do not belong to 
a poor class, but are men who have means. 
These families do all their purchasing in 
Los Gatos, and may safely say that were it 
not for them Los Gatos would be a miser­ 
able collection of huts instead of having 
fiue stores and a still finer hotel. Apart 
from this, Los Gatos is getting quite a rep­ 
utation as a sanitarium, and people affected 
with lung troubles are ordered to go there 
It has a decent population, both floating 
aud steady, and altogether Los Angeles is 
fairly ahead. It, however, has met with a 
severe set-back from the hands of the 
Town Council. These worthies, without 
rhyme or reason, decreed that on July 1st 
no wine or liquor of any sort should be 
sold at retail. This was almost prohibition. 
The saloon and hotel men demurred and 
tried to make the Town Council rescind 
its objectionable order. No heed was paid 
to the demurrer, and on July 1st the order 
went into effect. 
The rage of the vineyardists and others 
knew no bounds. They declared that it 
was the most outrageous ordinance that 
had ever been made, and looked about for 
a man to violate it. They even went still 
further. They boycotted the town, and 
have sent for their small groceries and 
packages of needles and pins to San Jose 
and San Francisco. The man who braved 
the wrath of the Town Council was Henry 
Putlock, of the Los < tatos Hotel. He was 
arrested and brought to trial. When there 
he demanded a jury trial, and the Judge, 
knowing well the sentiment of the town, 
refused it. The matter is now before the 
Superior Court of San Jose. The Judge 
there held that the Lcs Gatos Court was in 
error in refusing the jury trial, but ordered 
Putlock to appear before that Court yester­ 
day, when argument over the matter 
would be had. Putlock left Los Gatos in 
charge of the Sheriff, and was accompanied 
by bis wife and children. His departure 
was witnessed by a large crowd of promi­ 
nent citizens, who assured him that they 
were with him. Putlock's bar runs mer­ 
rily the while, and all Los Galos take their 
drinks with still greater perseverance than 
in days gone by. Men who have never 
touched a drop for years are now drinking 
confusion to the Town Council, and the 
one-lunged tourist takes his toddv more 
frequently than he did when he first ar­ 
rived, and all join in abusing the wicked 
Town Council of Los Gatos. 


AMONG THE MORMONS. 
An O bservant S acram ento G irl D escribes 
IV hat She Sees. 
The following letter was written by a 
sixteen-year-old Sacramento girl to her 
father without any idea that it would be 
printed. It contains many things of inter­ 
est, but is published mainly to show how 
entertaining a young lady may make her­ 
self by close observation aüd attention to 
details. In writing to her father this young 
lady has been as particular in giving facts 
and figures as if she had been writing a 
statistical article for some periodical. The 
letter is given exactly as it was written, 
without being •• edited ” in the least: 
S a lt L ak e C ity , July 13,1889. 
Dear Father: I have been intending to 
write every day since I left Terrace, but 
this is the first opportunity I have had. 
We left at 2:20 a. m. and arrived at Ogden 
at 0:45 o’clock, then we took the Deuver 
and Rio Grande train over the "Narrow- 
gauge” for Salt Lake, and arrived here at 
about 10 a. m. 
Salt Lake is a beautiful city laid out on 
about the same plan as Sacramento, and 
abounding in a great number of poplar 
and locust trees. The buildings are nearly 
all adobe, but there are some brick and 
also some wood but very few. 
The blocks are six hundred feet square, 
and the streets a hundred and thirty-two 
feet wide. Walking a block here is like 
walking a mile. 
We are slopping at the Metropolitan 
Hotel, which is situated a block from the 
business part of town. It is a large three- 
story brick building, having a fine porch at 
its entrance, which affords a cool resting- 
place in the evening. They have quite a 
large dining-room where meals are served 
in high style ; there a "French dinner” is 
served from 6 to 7:30 p. m. including ice­ 
cream and several other dishes of which I 
have forgotten the names, as they were all 
French. They have gilt edge cards about 
four inches long and two inches wide, from 
which we order. 
Thursday morning we visited the Tem­ 
ple Block, the Sacred Square of the Latter 
Day Saints, which covers an area of ten 
acres, is surrounded by a high adobe wall, 
and contains the Temple (now in course of 
erection), the Tabernacle, the Assembly 
Hall, the Endowment House, and the arch­ 
itect’s office. 
The Temple, known as the “ Salt Lake 
Temple, ’ is 18G feet G inches, incluaing 
towers, from east to west, and 99 feet wide. 
There are three towers on the east and also 
three on the west. The basement of the 
main building is divided into many rooms 
by walls, all having footings of masonry 
of rough ashlers. The footings of the four 
corner towers are twenty-five feet square, 
all having ornamental spires surmounting 
them. The Temple site was consecrated 
and the ground broken for the foundation 
February 14, 1853. The corner-stones were 
laid with imposing ceremonies on April 6, 
1853. On a iarge stone tablet placed on 
the front of the east central tower, is the 
following inscription : 
Holiness to the Lord. 


ELECTRIC FLASHES. 


Because President Harrison has ap. 
pointed a few newspajier men to places of 
trust, some pictorial journals cartoon biin 
as “muzzling the press.” W hat a sill 
thing it is, to be sure. Is the vocation of 
the newspaper man to shut him out from 
the aspirations that other men may enter­ 
tain ? Is this toiler in the interests of his 
fellow-mcn to have his motives impugned 
because, along with the legion, he seeks 
political preferment ? W hat is there in 
the profession of journalism that should 
set the newspaper man to one side as unfit 
for, or at least as an improper person to fill 
a political office? Is the public to believe 
that the press is uniformly a subservient 
tool, and that it is to be bought and sold 
with the crumbs that fall from official 
tables? Why should the newspaper toiler 
be ostracized as these waspish papers inti­ 
mate in their cartoons? If publishers and 
editors are to be shut out from the com­ 
mon race and competition because of their 
vocation, it is full time that the fact should 
I* koown. There is no sort of warrant for 
the imputation that any newspaper man 
has been given office simply because of his 
relation to the press. Such editors as the 
President has ap|K>inted have been selected 
because of their (tolitical strength and wis­ 
dom, and i>ossibly because of adhesion to 
the party and policy of General Harrison. 
But who is there who is prepared to con­ 
demn them because their ability, genius or 
loyalty to party have been made manifest 
in their writings in the press? The truth 
is, the editor, because he is a student of 
political activity, an observer of men, an 
analyist of measures, a measurer of forces, 
a man of worldly wisdom and generally of 
sagacity and level-headedness, is qualified 
for very many prominent positions. There 
is no reason that can be assigned why the 
editor, reporter, publisher or reviewer 
cannot as lunorably accept office as any 
other citizen; there are a great many 
strong reasons why they can better do so 
so than a vast number of others who are

The House of the Lord, 
Built by the 
Church of Jesus Chri-t of Latter-Day Saints. 
Commenced April 6, 1853. 
Completed,----------. 
Five million dollars has already been 
expended in the erection of this build­ 
ing, all of which has been volun­ 
tarily given by the members of the 
Mormon Church. They are expected to give 
one-tenth of all their earnings to the church. 
It is a magnificent building, constructed 
of finely cut at.d fiuishel grande rock 
which is quarried from the mouth of Lit­ 
tle Cottonwood Canon, twenty miles south­ 
east of the city. The whole of Temple 
Block is owned by the United States Gov- 
ernient, the Mormons paying rent for its 
use. The building when completed will 
be more than 200 feet in height. The walls 
are eight feet thick, all of granite. It is a 
remarkable building, and people from all 
over the country come to see it. They are 
working on the inside of the building now, 
none of which is as yet completed. It was 
started thirty-six years ago, and Roger 
says he does not think it will be completed 
for ten years more. 
Brigham Youngselected the situation for 
the “New Tabernacle.” It is an immense 
building 250 feet long by 150 feet wide, and 
70 feet from the floor to the ceiling; and is 
elliptical in shape. Upon entering it it 
has the appearance of an oval arch which 
is self supporting. The bents of the roof 
are composed of a lattice truss and rest 
upon foity-four sand-stone pillars, each 
3 feet by 9 feet in size and from 14 to 20 
feet in height. A gallery extends all 
around the building, except on the west 
end, which is 480 feet long by 30 feet wide. 
It seats 10,000 persons. It has twenty 
doors, all of which 
open 
outward 
and, in case of any accident, all can 
gain egresB. In the west end of the 
building is the large organ, 30 by 33 
feet. The front towers of the organ have 
an altitude of 58 feet. The bellows are 
supplied with air by a motor power. The 
organ has 57 stops, and contains a total of 
2,048 pipes. If we 3tay till to-morrow we 
will go to hear this organ, but I think we 
will go to Ogden at 7:05 r. m., so, you see, 
it wiil be impossible to hear it; but it 
must be grand and loud, because it is so 
large. They all say it has a very sweet and 
melodious tone. 
After we visited the Tabernacle we 
visited the Salt Lake Assembly Chamber. 
It is situated in the southwest end of Tem­ 
ple block, and is constructed out of finely- 
cut and finished granite rock, at a cost of 
$90,000. No visitors were admitted, so of 
course we did not see the inside of the 
building. 
We then visited the Deseret Xeus Pub­ 
lishing Company building, an old adobe 
building formerly used by the Mormons as 
a place of worship. We passed the Mor­ 
mons’ Storehouse, a large three-story brick 
building, on Main street; the house’ where 
Brigham Young kept his twenty-seven wives 
then the laige three-story house which he 
built for his last wife.’ His last wife is 
still living, and a tourist looking at the 
building said he was going to marry her so 
he could have her residence. We then 
visited Brigham Young's grave,the Walker 
Opera House, thediffereut tire departments, 
and Fort Douglas. 
Fort Douglas is situated three miles east 
of Salt Lake, and is five hundred feet 
above the level of the sea. Its eleva­ 
tion gives a tine bird’s-eye view of 
the city. In th8 distance lies the Dead 
Sea of America, a blue stream of water 
along the base of the island mountains, 
the vistas between which are closed by 
more distant ranges. In the north, the 
Promontorv divides the waters, ending lar 
nut in the lake. We tben got a horee and 
buggy from tbe stable for the ufteruoon 
and "took in" the city. 
Yesterday we left Salt Lake at 10:15 a, m, 
and arrived at Garfield Beach at 11 a . ,\t. 
We went and had ice cream, then watcbed 
the people bathing in the Great Salt Lake. 
Roger got a small boat and we went out 
rowing about three or four miles from the 
shore, and then back. When we returned 
we went and got bathing suits and went 
out bathing and swimming. There isa 
pavilion iu the Great Salt Lake, built 400 
feet Irom the shore and approached by a 
wide pier over 300 feet in length. There 
was a violin concert given while we were 
there. We visited the "Giant’s Cave" and 
had to climb up mountain alter mountain 
in the hot sun 
I tell you it was work, 
and the mountains were s > steep. At Iasi 
we reached it and were well repaid for our 
labor. It has an elevation of 500 feet and 
is an opening over 300 feet in the mount­ 
ain side, with a ceiling from 10 to 75 feet 
in bight. When we got down we were just 
as tired as we could be. At 7:15 p. m' we 
took the train from Garfield Beach to Salt 
Lake—Utah and Nevada Railway—and ar­ 
rived here in forty-five minutes from a 
distane» of twenty miles. Well. I guess 
you will be tired out wheu you have read 
all this, so I will close.

PROCLAIM AN EMBARGO. 
D estructive W ar Reing W aged W ithout 
th e F se of Pow der. 
[San Francisco Call.J 
The Canadian Pacific appears to have 
succeeded in inducing the Bristish Post­ 
office to grant it an increased subsidy for 
its steamship line to China and Japan.' The 
dispatch to the Montreal Gazette which 
contains the news states that the amount 
of the new annual subsidy is to be £500,000 
or $2,500,000. This seems to be au exaggera­ 
tion, though it ruay be an accurate state­ 
ment. England has always been liberal in 
fostering steamship lines! The Canadian 
Pacific will have to build new steamers for 
the berth ; such old craft as the Partbia 
and the Abyssinia will not answer. New 
ships would cost about half a million 
apiece, and probably two could be built 
every year. It goes without saying that 
four ships like the Aurauia or the City of 
New York plying between Yokohama and 
Vancouver, with a monthly suosidy of 
$200,000, would compete rather formidably 
with the ships now running between that 
port and San Francisco. 
The commerce of the Pacific Ocean nat 
urally centers at this point, and efforts to 
divert it to other points by fast steamers 
and subsidies look like trying to make 
water run uphill; still it is plain that Great 
Britain and Canada are trying vigorously to 
destroy onr Asiatic commerce. They may 
not oe able to take it all away; but the 
profit of it will be gone when the Canadian 
line is started. The subsidized vessels can 
carry freight and passengers at a loss. If 
our lines follow the example, it is a mere 
question of time when thev will have to 
stop running. W hat then’shall we do? 
Shall we follow the example of the English 
and vote a couple of hundred thousand 
dollars a month out of the proceeds of gen­ 
eral taxation to the stockholders in the 
Pacific Mail and the Oriental and Occi­ 
dental? or, shall we say to our friends 
across the borders as Mr. Adams said to 
Lord John Russell when Laird's rams were 
fitted out for sea: “ This is war and your 
Lordship may prepare for it! ” 
W ar nowadays is not always carried on 
with shot and shell. It may be waged 
most destructively without burning an 
ounce of gunpowder. Old Sbylock said ; 
Nay, take my life and all, pardon not that; 
You take my house when you do take the prop 
That doth sustain my house; you take my lire 
When you do take the means whereby X live. 
When these neighbors of ours go to work 
deliberately to fireak down the foreign 
commerce of this port, not by fair, square 
competition, but by the interference of 
their Government, they are doing us a 
mischief which could not be made much 
worse by an actual state of war. 
It is all of a piece. The accounts of the 
Southern Pacihc for the five months end­ 
ing 31st May show earnings of $17,671,000, 
and expenses for operating, betterments, 
taxes, interest and payments to Govern­ 
ment 011 account of the subsidy bonds 
amounting to $19,379,000; the five months’ 
work showing a deficit of $1,708,000. The 
local business showed no decline worth 
mentioning; the reduction of earnings was 
in through business, and represents the in­ 
roads which the Canadian Pacific has made 
into the business of onr lines. It reduced 
the quantity of merchandise sent on our 
roads by carrying freight at rates which 
would have involved a loss if the Canadian 
Government bad not shouldered it. 
Under the Act passed by the fiftieth Con­ 
gress, the President is empowered to pro­ 
claim an embargo on trade with Canada 
whenever iu his judgment the public in­ 
terest requires it. Four times in our his­ 
tory the United States have been compelled 
to lay an embargo on foreign trade. In 
every case the measure was adopted iu order 
to protect American commerce and Ameri­ 
can shipping. But for the embargo of 1807 
our merchant marine would have been con­ 
fiscated and our merchants ruined, though 
we were at peace with all the world. A 
similar danger is now impending. If Great 
Britain and Canada pursue their present 
policy the foreign commerce of San Fran­ 
cisco may be destroyed, and our domestic 
commerce seriously injured through un­ 
warranted interference of the Governments 
of the two countries with the ordinary 
course of trade; it would seem that the 
proper form of retaliation is to stop alto­ 
gether all trade with the unfriendly prov­ 
ince/and to maintain a rule of non-inter­ 
course until better sentiments prevail 
among our neighbors. Surely it is time 
that this country ceased to grant Canadian 
railroads the privilege of transporting mer­ 
chandise in bond from one portion of the 
Union to another through that country.

THE LUCKY ONES. 


REDDING'S INTENDED DRAINAGE INTO 
THE SACRAMENTO RIVER. 


V iew s o f an E x p erien ced C h em ist, W ho 


H a s G iven th e M atter a C lose 


In v estig a tio n . 


John Eitel, the well-known chem ist and 
investigator, writes to the R xcokd-Ukion on 
the interesting and im portant question of 
the pollution of the river from which this 
city draws its water supply. Mr. Eitel’s 
com m unications are usually too technical 
for general reading. In the present in­ 
stance we present extracts and formulate 
statem ents from his m cst recent letter, that 
w ill be found to be of m uch interest and 
that address themselves to the best inter­ 
ests of the city. The chemist says: 
“ In regard to the sewage question—the 
proposition of the town of Redding to 
em pty its sewage into the Sacramento river 
^ I desire to say that none who have fol- 
wed the m arch of sanitary science will 
agree with the expressions of indifference 
reported to have been made at a recent 
meeting ot the Hoard of City Trustees. If 
the catfish, as has been suggested, bave to 
handle Redding’s sewage, in coarse of tim e 
other Reddings will claim the right to call 
on the catfish to undertake a sim ilar task. 
It is said that only liquid sewage will be 
emptied into the river at Redding. It is 
simple fact that in case of an epidemic of 
disease it is juet as dangerous. There is in 
the civilized world so much evidence on 
the subject, that there can be entertained 
no doubt by any who are at all informed 
upon the questions in this matter. 
“ In the S unday Union of June 8th, un­ 
der the heading ‘ Sanitary Lessons,’ there 
is sufficient light thrown on the subject, 
but a great deal more can be added. The 
cholera in Spain was transm itted by water 
from above to those below on streams, and, 
as a result, thousands of lives were lost. 
The question is not so much, shall Redding 
be permitted to dum pand drain sewage into 
the river? but, how many Reddings in the 
future shall be justified by the precedent in 
doing likewise? If you think it worth 
while, turn back your files of the Record- 
U nion and read the article published Jan ­ 
uary 13, 1883, on ‘ Gaseous Poisons,’ which 
was written in view of the cesspool debate, 
and the question now will receive addi­ 
tional light. Consider this suggestion about 
allowing the fluid sewage to be turned into 
the river, and the idea that solid m atter 
can be retained on land—the result will be 
the laxation of the soluble m atter from the 
solid, and the poison will still pass into the 
river. A lum p of sugar or salt may be termed 
‘solid,’ but how long will either remain so 
in water? If dissolved, will the component 
parts of sugar or salt be less vital? Yet 
one compound may act as a preservative 
and the other give the catfish still more to 
eat. 
‘ In your Sunday ism e this week you refer 
to the experim ent in Switzerland, showing 
that certain substances placed on the soil 
were indicated in wells some distance 
away in due course of time : particularly 
the instance of flour is cited as not making 
itself m anifest; these substances were not 
dissolved chemically to any extent, and 
the experim ent cannot therefore be looked 
upon as trustw orthy, even had the flour 
been dissolved in acids. 
“ The fact is,¡that the soil perm its the 
associates of chlorine — mostly sodium 
chloride—to pass unmolested, and for that 
reason the ocean contains 75 per cent, of 
that chemical compound when the water 
is evaporated. Nature lias but little use 
for chlorine when plant life is investigated; 
it is different, however, with other com­ 
pounds necessary to plant life, particularly 
the phosphates. 
These the virgin soil 
tenaciously holds back until fully saturated 
aud then only will they be carried off by 
the aid of the water. 
From m y stand­ 
point, upon this retaining power of the 
soil hinges the anim al kingdom. If the 
grass could not draw from the soil these 
chemical parts necessary for the sustena- 
• -ion of the young anim al—say, for instance, 
with m ilk—Iiow could the anim al be de­ 
veloped ? Even an egg cannot he devel­ 
oped without some lime beiDg used by the 
hen. 
In wheat nearly everything is found, 
and combining this with m ilk our species 
need not starve ; but for all we must rely 
upon the soil, excepting the carbon part, 
which is liberated from carbon dioxide, 
which is taken from ihe air. So while the 
phosphates, etc., are necessary to anim al 
life when partaken of according to Nature’s 
formula and intention, on the othei hand 
when in a liquid state, as in the case of 
laxation, they are ot great injury, but 
mostly so in transm itting the germs of 
epidemic disease. 
‘The Chinese are in advance of us in 
this, that they boil their water for drink­ 
ing. 
B ut to conclude, 
this 
proposed 
em ptying ot excremental m atter into the 
Sacram ento river is a very important matter, 
and concerning which, if the water is to be 
continued in u*e by the city, our municipal 
authorities ought to take a decided and a 
conservative stana.”

The City Hoard of education in Caucus 
Selects a Full Corps of Teachers. 
The City Board of Education will meet 
to-night in special session for the purpose 
of electing teachers for the ensuing term 
The members met in private caucus on 
Tuesday evening and decided upon those 
whom they would elect. The action then 
taken virtually am ounts to an election, 
however. A R ecord-U nio n reporter inter­ 
viewed several of the Directors yesterday, 
in an effort to learn the names of the suc­ 
cessful candidates, but they could not be 
‘ worked.” Some even would not admit 
that there was a caucus. Knowing many 
of those who were candidates, however, the 
reporter next sought them, and learned 
enough in that way to give a correct list of 
those elected. 
The caucus, in the first place, agreed to 
drop Professor Dahl, teacher of Latin and 
French in the H igh School. No successor 
to Professor Dahl, as teacher of Latin, was 
selected. 
The three married ladies in the depart­ 
m ent—Mrs. Tryon in the High School, 
Mrs. H orton in the Thirteenth andG-street 
3chool, and Mrs. Fisher at Fourth and Q— 
were dropped, and their places filled by 
single ladies. In all, there were twelve 
teachers selected, four of whom w illbesub- 
aiitutes. Their names are as follows: 
Miss Anil, to succeed Mrs. Tryon in the 
H igh School; Julian VV. Johnson, of Galt, 
to be Principal of ibe new gram m ar school 
at Twenty first and L streets ; Miss Watson 
(re-elected), to be Principal of the Sacra­ 
mento G ramm ar School. The others are: 
Helen Tower, Bertha Ebert, Jennie Snook, 
Alice 
Sm ith, H enrietta 
A ndriott (all 
former substitutes). M iss----- Ebert, Miss 
Flynn, Eva Bennett, Belle Peyran, Miss 
Neary. 
(These all are to have balf-day 
schools.) The new substitutes are: Miss 
O’Neil, Miss Roth, Miss Richardson and 
MissCrofton. Among the promotions agreed 
upon is said to be that of Miss Josie Rea­ 
gan to be Vice-Principal of the new gram ­ 
mar school. 
It is reported that Professor Dahl was 
dropped in consequence of a statem ent 
made to the Directors that he had adm it­ 
ted he was not capable of dealing with the 
Latin.

Sixteen Y ears A go. 
T. II. Goodman, General Passenger and 
Ticket Agent of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, sat in his office yesterday morning, 
aavs the San Francisco Examiner of yester­ 
day, when one of his messengers handed 
him the card of H enry C. W allace. H e 
was invited in. 
“ I beg pardon for this intrusion, Mr. 
Goodman, so early in the day,” said the 
visitor. 
“ I am going away this afternoon 
and it is to gratify a little personal wish 
that I call on you. 
1 won’t ask you if you 
rem em ber me. 1 know you do not. 
I am, 
or rather was, the little bootblack to whom 
you give a free ride in your car from Og­ 
den to Sacram ento away back in the sev­ 
enties.” 
This introduction enabled Mr. Goodman 
to recall his visitor. They shook hands 
heartily and had a pleasant chat for a quar­ 
ter of an hour.

They Keep Him 
Busy Arresting ami 
Prosecuting Fish Destroyers. 
Messrs. Routier, of this city, and Harvey, 
of Los Angeles, members of the State Fish 
Commission, m et in San Francisco on 
Tuesday and audited bills to tbe am ount 
ot $1,000 for expenses incurred in the in ­ 
terest of fish protection and propagation. 
Captain Dalton, who has charge of the 
Commission's patrol system, reported to 
the Board that the men who were watch­ 
ing the streams of tbe State to see that the 
fish laws were obeyed, were doing good 
service. Twelve arrests had been made of 
persons violating tbe fish laws, and of these 
four had been convicted and the other cases 
were pending. 
H e bad sufficient evidence 
to secure convictions in most of the other 
cases, but it required a good deal of very 
positive evidence to secure conviction. 
“ In most localities,” be said, “ there is a 
general dispositiAn on the part of officers 
and juries to deal very lightly with those 
who violate fish laws. 
Most of tbe Sheriffs 
and Constables get very short-sighted wben 
they near a river where illegal fishing is 
going on. It is not improbable that some 
of the officials themselves eDjoy Sunday 
dinners of fish illegally captured. It is 
hard to get a ju ry which has not several 
men on it who themselves slyly violate 
the law occasionally. 
If there is any pos­ 
sible loophole for the accused to slide 
through the jury generally gives him the 
benefit of the doubt. 
‘ Two im portant esses have bren set for 
Friday next at Modesto. The San Fran­ 
cisco Copper Mining Company and the 
Penn Chemical Company were both de­ 
fendants in suits instituted by the Com­ 
mission. They were charged with fouling 
the waters of the San Joaquin river, there­ 
by causing great destruction of fish. The 
dead fish could be seen floating down the 
river for miles, killed by the copper solu­ 
tions and chemicals which had mingled 
with the water. The companies insisted 
that the waters of the stream immediately 
below the river were as clear as crystal, and 
by reason of its remarkable purity particu­ 
larly adapted to drinking purposes. The 
ranchers, on the other hand, claimed that 
it caused cattle tosicken and die when they 
drank it, and in some instances alfalfa 
fields which hsd been irrigated with it had 
been ruined, the poisonous water causing 
the alfalfa to turn yellow and die. The 
last Legislature had enacted a law requir­ 
ing the sawmills to cease dum ping sawdust 
in the streams after September 1, 1889, 
thereby giving the mills ample time to pre­ 
pare for the change. All violations of this 
law will be rigorously prosecuted.”

Sacramento m ight as well prepare for an 
influx of thieves, thugs and incendiaries 
from Fresno. These verm in have run that 
city until tbe citizens have risen up in 
arm s and threaten to do considerable kill­ 
ing unless the scoundrels go. The latter 
will go, of course, for if there is one thing 
of which that class of creatures stand in 
dread, it is the w raih of an indignant 
people. No doubt m any of them will come 
here, and unless the police are vigilant and 
active, we may look for a season of arson, 
burglaries and highw ay robberies.

U eitch 's Nemesis Gets a New Trial The 
Ah Gong M urder Case. 
For the past few days the sessions of the 
Police Court bave been unusually interest­ 
ing and attended by large crowds. Yester­ 
day there was no abatem ent in the num ber 
of spectators. 
The chairs and all tbe 
benches iu the Court-room were taken pos­ 
session of, and dozens were left standing. 
The first case called was that of Ah Gong, 
on exam ination on the charge of having 
murdered 8uey Kay. 
Major Anderson, 
aitorney for the defendant, asked that the 
case go over until Tuesday next, as the 
hiaring would probably cousume a couple 
of days. H e preferred to bave the Court 
he'd in tbe old Court-room, if satisfactory 
to the Judge, as the present place was en­ 
tirely unfit for the purpose. 
Charles T. Jones, attorney for the prose­ 
cution, made no objection to the continu­ 
ance. and tbe Court accordingly set the 
trial for Tuesday next. 
Judge Buckley said he would not hold 
Court in the old Court-room w ithout being 
ordered to do so by the City Trustees, and 
not then without' a protest. If the attor­ 
neys in the case were averse to trying the 
case in the presett Court-room (which, by 
the way, is a very shabby and ill-ventilated 
room), one of tbe Justices’ Courts m ight be 
used. 
Tbe case of Dewitt Lvnn, charged with 
grand larceny committed last March, was 
continued until Saturday next, the 20th 
inst. 
W hen H annab Mendis was called for 
sentence Grove L. Johnson, her attor­ 
ney, moved an arrest of judgm ent, on the 
ground of a fatal defect in the complaint 
against Miss H annah. 
In the allegation 
H annah Leitch was charged with disturb­ 
ing tbe peace, and not H annah Mendis. 
The City Attorney argued against Mr. 
Johnson’s motion, but to no effect. 
A new 
trial was granted, a jury demanded, and 
the case set for next Tuesday at 10 o'clock 
A. M. 
The case of Mrs. Miller, charged with 
disturbing the peace, was continued until 
to-day, in order that a necessary witness 
m ight be procured. 
W hen the case of Mrs. Anderson was 
called, charged with keeping a disorderly 
house, the City Attorney moved that the 
case be continued indefinitely. 
H e under­ 
stood that a petition was being circulated, 
which in a short tim e would be presented 
to tbe City Trustees, askiDg that they re­ 
fuse to re-issue Mrs. Anderson’s license. 
Seven healthy tram ps were in the dock, 
being charged with sleeping in box cars. 
All, with tbe exception of one, were sent to 
jail for twenty five days. The rem aining 
individual got five days additional, as he 
had appropriated a Pullm an sleeper, not 
being satisfied with tbe common kind. 
Joe Berzoni was fined $2 50 for battery, 
and A. Boitaaio was 
taxed the same 
am ount for disturbing the peace. The 
cause of the charges was a m utual quarrel 
between the two regarding some trifling 
matter.

It was then and is still generally be­ 
lieved here that the team purposely lost 
these games to force Von der Ahe to remit 
the fine be had imposed on Robinson,who 
had refused to play unless it was remitted. 
Still, at that time, no one thought the club 
was losing lor a monetary consideration, 
although there were storie6 afloat that they 
had Rubiuson against them iu pool rooms. 
Those who made these charges, however, 
did not claim that the players were moved 
to plav off by any other motive than to 
lorce Von der Ahe to Robinson's terms. 
The men against whom the charges are 
m ade are pitcher King and third-baseman 
Latham 
Instances are cited where King 
and Latham have been responsible for the 
loss of games, and one game is cited where 
the circumstances were, to say the least, 
suspicious between the Browns and A th­ 
letics. 
King was iu the box in the first 
two innings, and a well-known sport was 
backing the Athletics heavily. 
King’s 
pitching was so execrable that he was 
taken out and Stivetts substituted. 
At that point, although the Athletics 
were ahead, the sport commenced hedging, 
and gave odds to get his money protected. 
The Browns won by a score of 13 to 12. 


'TIVI XT HEAVEN AND EARTH. 


.Dangling in Space in a D isabled Air- 
Sliip. 
N ew York, July 17th.—An awe struck 
crowd of nteu and boys gazed upward from 
the streets in the neighborhood of the Nas­ 
sau Gas Company, K ent avenue, Brooklyn, 
this morning.

At 8 o'clock 
Professor Peter Campbell, the inventor, 
and Professor E. D. Hogan, the aeronaut, 
arrived with a moderate-sized bundle. It 
was taken into the yard and spread out on 
the grass, over which muslin had first been 
placed. A pipe was run into an opening 
in the balloon and gas forced into it. At 
10 o’clock Campbell ordered the supply of 
gas turned off, the opening was closed, the 
ropes tested and bags fastened to the net­ 
work which covered the inflated bag. 
Professor Campbell and Hogan looked at 
one another in silence. Campbell did not 
seem at all concerned. 
H is actions and 
gestures seemed to say, “ W ell, in any event 
it’s no funeral in mine. 
I am not going to 
navigate the air to-day.” 
THE DEPARTUKE. 
Professor Hogan seemed to interpret 
Campbell's thoughts, for as he stepped into 
the car a nervous trem or shook his frame. 
The blood mounted slightly to his usually 
paleface and his voice was liusky, as, taking 
in a few sandbags, he said: “ Let her go.” 
The ropes were cut and the airship darted 
into space. The ascent was cheered by the 
crowd. 
The balloon took a southeasterly 
course, although Hogan worked vigorously 
turning a crank, which kept the steering 
apparatus and propelling wheels revolving, 
with the hope that he could compel the 
gasbag to face the wind. 
W hen over Hooper street about a mile 
distant, the wheel intended to raise and 
lower the ship became detached and fell 
into the yard of No. 74 of that street. It 
was picked up and taken by an officer to 
the nearest station house. 
At 11:45 the airship was in a fair way for 
Coney Island, at an elevation of several 
thousand feet. At the transfer office. Gra­ 
ham avenue and Meserole street, it was 
seen hv a reporter. 
It seemed turned on 
end. A black streak about the size of a 
rope was suspended from it. Occasionally 
it could be seen reaching up to the netting 
of the balloon, where it would remain for 
a tim e and then descend again. 
The 
balloon was apparently overturned and the 
moving object was the aeronaut, vainly en­ 
deavoring to put the great airship in posi­ 
tion agaiu. 
SEEN AT ASTORIA. 
The balloon rem ained in sight until 
12:30, when it vanished from view, the 
aeronaut still dangling from its meshes as 
the big air-ship faded from sight. At mid 
night the balloon was seen hovering over 
Astoria, the wind havm g during the twelve 
hours veered to the soutn. 
United States Commissioner Mueale was 
one of the m any spectators. 
H e said that 
at that tim e it was apparently stationary ami 
flattering like a dove. 
The air-ahip was the same used at the 
polo grounds in this city ou July 4th. At 
this tim e the projectors did not succeed in 
obtaining a sufficient quantity of hydrogen 
gas, front the tact that they attempten to 
m anufacture it by the immersion of iron 
into acid. 
The balloon was about 30x50 feet in area 
and oval shaped. 
Beneath was a car or 
boat of the same length, fastened to the 
netting with ropes. 
Below the ooat was 
the wtieel which became detached, and 
perhaps bad som ething to do with the 
overturning of the ship. On one end was 
a wheel used for propelling purposes. On 
the other end was a rudder. 
It was stated that the ship was operated 
by the Edison electric motor. Such was 
not the case. 
The wheels, which are 
shaped sim ilar to those of a screw propel­ 
ler, are set in motion by turning a crank in 
the center of the car.

The H orrible D eath of a C ontinental Ju st 
Drought to Light. 
R eading (Pa.). July 17th.—Recently W. 
W. Potts, of W arwick, Superintendent of 
extensive granite quarries npor the fails of 
French creek, ordered a new 'quarry opened 
in a wild section of country near the creek 
when the workmen opened up a cave in 
which they found the skeleton of a man 
who had evidently been a soldier in the 
Continental army, as the rem nants of uni 
form and rusty gun showed. 
A longside 
the rem ains was a green bottle, in which 
was a m anuscript, taded and discolored 
but still legible. 
It was vety lengthy, and addressed , 
Miss Virginia Randolph, of Richmond, Va., 
who, from the tenor of the manuscript,was 
engaged to the writer. 
H e stated that he was with W ashington 
at Valley Forge, and was sent out on a 
foraging expedition in the vicinity of French 
creek, when he discovered that the British 
had sent out a considerable force to cut 
him off. 
H is men scattered in various 
directions, by his orders, and he, when 
closely pressed, finally headed for a cave in 
which he had frequently hidden before. 
The entranced was ciosed by a rock so 
nicely balanced that it could ha moved by 
the pressure of a hand, and fitted the aper­ 
ture in such a way that it would simplv be 
regarded as a portion cf the disintegrated 
rock wedged in. 
As he retreated to the cave the enemy 
fired three shots, and from some cause, 
either his great haste or the concussion of 
the shots, the perfect poise of the rock was 
disturbed, and after falling in place it re­ 
sisted all efforts to remove it. 
The w riter was a prisoner in the cave, 
where he was in total darkness, except 
about half an hour in the afternoon, when 
a sm all ray of sunshine penetrated the 
m urky depths of the cavern. H e had writ­ 
ing materials in his knapsack, and using 
the knapsack for a desk wrote a full his­ 
tory of his terrible fate, in the hope that it 
would some day be given to the world. 
The recital of his sufferings is realistic and 
awful and he closes the account by saying 
that he expects to die a raving maniac. 
The close ot the story is. dated May 20, 
1778. Mr. Potts, whose workm an found 
the manuscript, wrote to a lady iu Rich­ 
mond, Va . who was related to the Ran­ 
dolphs. The lady replied that her grand­ 
m other's maiden nam e had been Randolph 
and that in the old family bnrying-ground 
was a m onum ent bearing'the following in­ 
scription : 
“ Died of a broken heart on the 1st of 
March, 1779, Virginia Randolph, aged 21 
years and 9 days. Faithful unto death.”

Prohibitionists and R estrictions Pouring 
into M ontana Connections. 
H elena (Mont.). July i7th.—A memorial 
was presented to the Constitutional Con­ 
vention to-day from Madison county, in­ 
dorsing equal suffrage. Among the other 
propositions introduced was a resolution 
defining M ontana’s boundaries, and another 
in regard to the qualifications of all office­ 
holders. 
The latter specified that the 
office-holders m ust reside two years in 
Montana, a.so that no person can be elig­ 
ible to the office of Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor, or Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction, unless he shall attain the age of 
thirty years. The resolution prohibiting 
the sale of school lands was reported favor­ 
ably by committee. 
Á resolution was introduced lim iting the 
num ber of retail saloons; another prohibit­ 
ing all sorts of gambling, and a third that 
no chance games of any kind shall be per­ 
mitted in any room or building w here 
intoxicating liquors are sold.

He appeared at the neigh­ 
bors’ this morning with Elkins’ infant 
child, and told a story about hearing rifle 
shots during the night. H e says he visited 
the house at daylight and found his father 
and m other dead in bed, and the child 
alive.
